I conceive it to be the prim- 
ary responsibility of the Junior 
Chamber to be the advocate of eth- 
ical practices in commercial affairs, 
so that the methods of Canadian 
business men may be justified to 
the general community.” — 


NO PREJUDICE 

“I have not come here either to

Alberta natural gas is said to be rich in 
“lamp black,” and some years ago there were 
proposals to turn some of the waste gas of 
Turner Valley to account by establishing a plant 
there for the extraction of this commodity, 
which is used in large quantities in Canada but 
not produced anywhere in the Dominion. 

A more or less definite project to that end 
was said to have broken down because of local 
conditions; to be more specific, because of local 
objections to the smell. 

Plans are now reported afoot to establish 
such a plant at Craigmyle, in the Drumheller 
area. If they materialize, a valuable product 
now going to waste there—as in many other 
parts of the province—will be turned to account. 
And should the venture prove financially worth 
while, other plants would probably come into 
existence elsewhere, with a possibility that an 
important industry might be developed. 


WHY MADRID HOLDS OUT 

The municipal authorities of Madrid report 
that 2092 defenders and civilians were killed or 
wounded by the bombs dropped on the city from 
insurgent airplanes between October 23rd and 
the end of the year, more than two months of 
almost daily air raids. Of these 389 were killed, 
and 1703 wounded. The figures are smaller than 
might have been expected, terrible as they are. 
Since the defenders are appealing for sympathy 
and support abroad, they cannot be suspected of 
minimising the horrors; rather they would be 
expected to paint as gruesome a picture as pos- 
sible of the destruction to which the people of 
the city have been subjected. 

Unless the Insurgent planes were short of 
bombs, and there has been no suggestion of the 
German and Italian factories not being able to 
keep up the supply, they did not cause casual- 
ties in proportion to their number, the number 
of raids they mede—or the cost of the air offen- 
sive. As in the air raids on English cities during 
the world war, the wonder is not that so many 
people were hit, but that so many escaped. 
Accuracy is one thing the air-bomber cannot 
attain. Dropping missiles from a mile or so 
overhead is about as uncertain as shooting in a 
fog. 


THE NORTHERN FLIERS 

When city officials, mining men and airmen 
joined in paying tribute to Pilot “Matt” Berry 
and Air Engineer Hartley for the rescue of Cole- 
man and Forley last September, they spoke for 
the citizens of Edmonton and residents of the 
Province and the great northland as well. And 
they expressed also what all who read the news- 
papers must feel toward all those why fly the 
northern air lines. 

An embarrassing thought in giving recogni- 
tion to any signal bit of service on the part of 
any northern flier is the knowledge that credit 
is coming to all of them, not only for occasional 
flights to rescue or save ilfe, but for the way 
they carry on the routine day by day work of 
transporting passengers, mails and supplies 
across the vacant spaces clear down to the Arctic 
sea. 

Any man who flies the northern routes in 
summer and winter carries in his record the cer- 
tificate that he is a skilled flier and a brave man 
The world has no better airmen than those who 
wing their way into and out of Edmonton year 
in and year out. One proof of their quality is 
that not one of them will grudge “Matt” and’ 
his engineer the recognition given them for an 
outstanding feat. 


WAIT AND SEE 

There is reason in Premier Aberhart's appeal 
te the public to not pre-judge the action that 
may be taken by the Government in conse- 
quence of the eleven point program presented 
to him by the planning committee. A summery 
of the proposals only has yet been published. 
This may not present a correct outline of any or 
all of the proposals—certainly does not do so in 
detail. Neither has a decision been reached by 
the cabinet as to whether the program or any 
important part of it will be translated into legis- 
lation and carried into effect. Fairness, as well 
as regard for the influence upon business con- 
ditions, supports the claim that judgment should 
be with-leld unti! it is known exactly what the 
future policy really is to be. 

It may be hoped. on the other hand, that once

And on Wednesday it was announced that 
the eleven point program was being put before 
the cabinet for approval or rejection. 


In the case of any other government on earth- 


this train of surprise events would be taken as 
showing the existence of a very active left wing 
or “ginger group,” trying to steer the cabinet 


-into a new line of policy, of which some mem- 


bers of the cabinet were in ignorance. Alberta 
of course is different. Maybe, as suggested, these 
are only signs that a normal degree of harmony 
prevails among the Ministers and their sup- 
porters.

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Oatmeal] with cream or 
butter, no sugar.

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Mel- 
ba toast; dish of berries, canned without sugar. 
Lunch—Rice en casserole; string beans; head 
lettuce with olive oil. Dinner—Meat balls (made 
with round steak prepared as for Salisbury 
steak); cooked spinach; baby lima beans (can- 
ed); stewed figs. 

*BROILED FISH—Select a fish of firm flesh 
which does not dent upon pressure, and of 
wholesome odor. Split. cleen in cold water, and 
dry thoroughly. Have the oven very hot, about 
500 degrees, and place the fish on the broiler 
rack, skin side down. Lower heat after about 
five minutes to a point where the fish will cook 
through without burning the outside. This will 
require about twenty minutes or more, accord- 
ing to the thickness of the fish. When done, re- 
move to hot platter, season with a little parsley, 
butter and garnish with some crisp raw vege- 
table. Slices of lemon may be used when the 
meal does not contain other fruit acids or 
starches. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: D. G. asks: “Are onions, dried 
beans and cabbage good for one troubled by 
gas?” ® 

ANSWER: Raw cabbage can be used in small 
quantities by most people in good health, but 
when cabbage is cooked for very long the 
sulphur compounds are liberated so that it is a 
gas-producer. Cabbage shredded fine and 
steamed for five minutes may be used by some 
people without harmful effects. I do not recom- 
mend onions or dried beans in your case, be- 
cause of “heir tendency to produce flatulence. 

QUESTION: Mrs. S. C. states: “My little boy 
has a lame knee. We took him to doctor after 
doctor and finally, according to an X-ray re- 
port, discovered he has a rachitic condition. 
What shall we do?” 

ANSWER: When rickets is definitely pres- 
ent, the patient needs some form of vitamin D 
therapy. The vitamin may be provided through 
giving cod liver oil, haliver oil, viosterol, etc. 
Or, the child’s body will manufacture the vita- 
min if the skin is exposed to sunlight or to the 
ultra violet ray lamp. A well-balanced diet is 
also essential.

The Supreme Court of United States has 
found that multi-millionaire Andrew Mellon is 
liable to pay $3,089.000 income tax for 1931, in- 
cluding the millions he spent on works of art for 
the Mellon Trust.

Did you run away with the idea that the 
public or art students ever got a chance to take 
a squint et these works of the living dead for 
which many millions had been paid—original 
Raphaels, Corregios, Rembrandts, Rubens and 
others. For one Murillo he paid the Cowper 
executors $860,000, It used to hang on the wall 
at Sandringham House until Edward the Sev- 
enth bought the place, when it was transferred 
to Earl Cowper's London House. The only dif- 
ference the sale made was that it hung there- 
after on a wall in Mr. Mellon's house at Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. No member of the public and no 
art student ever got a chance to see the Mellon 
collection. 

Apparently the Supreme Court came to the 
conclusion that the “Mellon Trust” was mere- 
ly a rich man’s dodge to keep from paying in- 
come tax on the fifty millions or so he spent on 
pictures for himself. While Andrew was head 
of the U.S. Treasury he made rulings favorable 
to himself, but after Hoover went out and 
Roosevelt came in, Mellon's successor set the 
machinery in slow motion. claiming that An- 
drew had gypped the Treasury by means of 
the Mellon Trust. 


I'd like to see some of the American multi- 
millionaires seek to become West Indians as s0 
many of our own Canadian multi-millionaired 
are doing, in an effort to beat the Treasury out 
of inheritance taxes on their estates after they 
are dead. I don't think the American people 
would let them get away with it.

One of the major 
reasons England is able to serenely weather national and international 
crises without revolutions and riots is that the English are perhaps the 
‘world’s most ardent sportsmen. When an apparently hopeless deadlock 
faces them, they simply knock off and relax at some sport for a while.
